Incident Summary:  On 3/13/2023 at 2:07am, a 2012 Ford Fusion was southbound on McNaughten Rd 
approaching Little Brook Way. For reasons still under investigation the Fusion ran off the right side of 
the roadway. The Fusion continued through a field then vaulted over a creek. The Fusion landed on the 
embankment on the other side of the creek and rolled over. Both the driver and passenger were ejected 
from the Fusion. Columbus Fire and Turo Township Fire responded to the crash scene. CFD Medic #23 
transported the driver to Mt. Carmel East in critical condition and Turo Medic #162 transported the 
passenger to Mt. Carmel East in critical condition. Both remain in life threatening condition. 
 
Columbus Police Accident Investigation Unit responded and initiated an investigation which is still 
ongoing. 
 
***Update*** Rayshawn McFolley, the driver, was pronounced dead at 8:09am.
